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Report of the School Board. 


In presenting our annual report to the citizens, we do so, 
believing that the school work accomplished during the 
past year will compare favorably with former years. 

During the year we have had two terms of school in 
eight divisions of the town, and one term on the ‘‘Strait 
road,’’ socalled. ‘The spring terms were eight, and the fall 
terms twelve, weeks in length. The teachers employed, 
many of them, were from our corps of last year, and the 
work performed, we believe, has been faithful and gratify- 
ing to both parents and pupils. 

As usual, there was, during the year, much irregular 
attendance, and the registers show quite an increase over 
last year. We believe parents are largely responsible for 
so much irregular attendance, rather than the truant officer, 
or the scholars themselves. 

Upon careful investigation the board are satisfied that 
this statement is true, for during the past six years, the 
chairman of the board has made careful investigations and 
in nine out of ten cases, the cause has been traceable to the 
fact that parents and guardians do not exercise enough in- 
terest that their children shall regularly attend school. 
If parents are interested that their children go to school 
every day, we see them in the school room, while on the 
other hand, if the parent is not particular whether his child 
goes to school or not, then we find that thisalways is a case 
of pure irregular attendance. 
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Now we believe parents and guardians should exert their 
utmost ability to have their children attend school regularly 
and all the time. Much depends upon the answer you give 
them, when they ask you to remain at home for a single 


day. Whether the child remains at home or goes to school, 


depends upon your answer. Nothing can injure the prog- 
ress of the pupil more than irregular attendance, while reg- 
ular attendance gives rapid and healthy advancement. 
Let parents and guardians see to it that the responsibility 
rests with them, and that they should do their whole duty 
in the matter. : 

At our last legislature some changes were made in our 
school matters. The school year was changed from March 
1 to Aug. 1. A law was passed requiring the school board 
to appoint a truant officer each year, whose duty shall be 
to enroll all the children in town between the ages of five 
and sixteen on the first day of. April, and enforce the law 
in regard to children attending school a certain part of the 
year. 

All our school houses are in fair condition, yet some of 
the out buildings need repairs. A new woodshed with 
apartments for the children, should be built in the village 
division. We estimate an appropriation of $100 for this 
purpose. There should be two grades in our village division, 
a primary and intermediate and higher combined. We have 
so many scholars that one teacher cannot well arrange and 
handle them. ‘They should be graded, as we suggest, and 
with an additional room, added to our present house, this 
could be accomplished. An additional story could easily 
be added to our present house, thus giving two rooms for 
the two grades. We have ventured an appropriation for 
your consideration, in our warrant. 

In conclusion we would thank the parents, citizens and 
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teachers for their kind efforts in our behalf. We believe 
that the co-operation of all should be in the direction of 
better schools, and to do this, all must work together. We 
append our school warrant to this report, and have ap- 
pointed a school meeting later and on a different day from 
our annual town meeting, hoping that the citizens may be 
better accommodated by this arrangement. We hope you 
will attend our next school meeting and then and there 
show your interest for the improvement and advancement of 
our schools, by appropriating both time and money to the 
matter. . 

Read the warrant carefully, act upon it deliberately and 
respond generously and thus keep in pace with the rapid 
onward movenient of educational progress.
